Almost all of Andover had been expecting war to break out 
momentarily for more than a week; the less sanguine among 
them had been awaiting its arrival for about a month; active 
interventionists had been planning for it for more than a year. 
The nature of the attack, however, left Andover as stunned 
and as much off-guard as the rest of the nation. 


STATE GUARD 


Quick steps were taken, however, 
to meet the emergency. Company 
L, of the State Guard, including 
several Andover officers and men, 
was called out at 6 o’clock Sunday 
evening to stand by till needed. 
Its brother Company M was as- 
signed to guard the important 
Tewksbury electric transmission 
plant, was put on 24-hour service, 
has been on duty there ever since. 
Company L, however, was dis- 
missed at 11:00 Sunday evening 
by Major Donald McIntyre of Low- 
ell until such time as it should be 
needed. The local company had 
been assembled on about an houi’s 
notice., and, now that the fact of 
emergency has been thoroughly as- 
similated, is ready to swing into 
action on even shorter notice. 

Neither Company D, nor any 
other company based in the Law- 
rence armory, has as yet been 
called out for duty. Like state 
guard members all through Massa- 
chusetts, they were instructed to 
stand by, to remain within the 
state limits, and to notify their 


superior officers of any change of 


SIGN FOR SERVICE 

The local defense committee 
issued a call to all able-bodied 
citizens of Andover to register 
at the town hall for whatever 
emergency service may be re- 
quired. There they will be asked 
to fill out a form telling their 
qualifications for stipulated 
types of work, and their avail- 
ability for part-time or full-time 
service. 

Preliminary estimates require 
that from 1200 to 1400 men be 
available for service, as three 
men will be required for every 
assignment, and it is planned to 
have them serve on three shifts 
of eight hours each. The public 
safety committee feels that its 
need of manpower cannot be too 
strongly estimated, and earnest- 
ly entreats every Andover citi- 
zen to do his patriotic and moral 
duty.

It was stressed by the command- 
ing officers of the company that 
the men know their general orders, 
comprising the most fundamental 
duties of enlisted men. Special at- 
tention was given, during the drill, 
to interior guard duty, as most 
pertinent to the service the guards- 
men may be called upon to per- 
form. 


IN WAR ZONE 


Andover’s interest, along with 
that of the rest of the nation, cen- 
tered on the Pacific war zone this 
week. Several Andover residents 
were believed endangered, some 
connected with the armed forces, 
some engaged in business. 

Arthur W. Harkin, son of Mrs. 
Margaret Harkin of 2 Sweeney 
court, has been stationed at Pearl 
Harbor ‘the past three years as a 
radio operator with the U. 8S. ‘Ma- 
rine Corps. Mrs. Harkin received 
a letter from him only recently, 
saying that he was expecting his 
enlistment to expire around Christ- 
mas, and that he would be home 
as soon afterwards as his trans- 
portation was arranged. She has 
had no word from him since the 
outbreak of hostilities. 

William Mahoney of this town 
has only recently returned from 
Hawaii and Pearl Harbor, where 
he has been engaged by the Liberty 
Mutual Insurance Company.

RED CROSS 


An emergency relief fund was 
quickly decided upon by the direc- 
tors of the national Red Cross. In 
accordance with this, they called 
upon Andover residents to con- 
tribute $10,000 as part of a fund 
totalling the staggeringsum of fifty 
million dollars. A telegram was 
sent directly to C. Carlton Kimball, 
director of the local chapter, by 
Norman \H. Davis, national chair- 
man of the relief organization. It 
read: “Again the American Red 
Cross is called upon to serve our 
nation in war. Both nationally and 
locally we face vast and definite 
responsibilities for services to our 
armed forces and for relief to dis- 
tressed civilians. To provide essen- 
tial funds, the Red Cross today is 
launching a campaign for a war 
fund of a minimum of fifty million 
dollars. The President will issue on 
Friday a proclamation supporting 
this appeal. Your chapter quota is 
$10,000. Chapters should at once de-

vote full efforts to raising their 
quotas in the shortest possible 
time. We must not and shall not 
fail in this crisis,” 


Andover has always oversub- 
scribed the quotas set for it by the 
national offices of the Red Cross. 
When the society asked for a na- 
tional war fund of $20,000,000 in 
1940, Andover raised $5,800. The 
present quota, however, means that 
everyone must join in the effort to 
his utmost ability. However, the 
greater the task, the more certain 
is Andover’s response; that has 
been the result in the past, and, it 
is hoped, it will prove true again 
in the present drive. Contributions 
may be left with the Andover Na- 
tional Bank or sent to Philip F. 
Ripley, treasurer, 7 Abbot street. 

It has been emphasized by Mr. 
Kimball that the aims of this drive 
are completely distinct from those 
of the annual roll-call which ended 
only a short time ago. The purpose 
of that drive was to finance the 
regular relief program for the com- 
ing year, including the important 
items of District Nursing and Pub- 
lic health. The new appeal is to 
meet the necessities of our civilian 
population and armed forces grow- 
ing out of the war which has so 
suddenly and treacherously been 
thrust upon wus. 


TUESDAY'S ALARM 


Andover had hardly got over the 
shock of the sudden attack and 
declaration of war when, Tuesday 
afternoon, the alarm came that un- 
identified aircraft were off the New 
England coast. Immediately, local 
agencies long established and near- 
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Allied Paint Stores 
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ly prepared for the final exigency, 
swung into action. 

The first inkling of possible dan- 
ger, to townspeople not tuned in 
on the Boston radio stations, came 
when the fire station’s whistle blew 
at 1:45 for Box 52, summoning all 
call firemen to the central station. 
Just 25 minutes later, the riot call 
was given by the fire whistle to 
summon to their headquarters An- 
dover’s air raid wardens, police off 
duty, reserve and special police of- 
ficers. Both calls were issued on 
authority of Roy Hardy, chairman 
of the board of selectmen. 


The response was excellent. The 
air raid wardens and firemen re- 
sponded nearly 100 percent to the 
call; of the reserve police, 10 out 
of 16 reported as quickly as they 
could to the station. All men were 
ordered to remain at their posts 
until possible need for them was 
definitely established. About 4 
o’clock, when the danger, nobody 
knew exactly where or what it was, 
was over, the men were dismissed. 


DEFENSE PLANTS 


Seen ae EIN 


Special emergency plans were 
put into operation as soon as News 
of the Japanese attack broke on 
Sunday afternoon. Several police- 
men were on duty at the Tyer Rub- 
ber plant all Sunday night to guard 
against possible sabotage on the 
company’s large defense orders. 
Since then, Tyer has added several 
watchmen to its staff. Special 
passes were issued this week, with- 
out which no one can enter or leave 
the factory. It is believed that five 
extra guards are on duty at the 
Shawsheen mill, and that Marland’s 
mill is equally closely guarded. 

Special factory schools for air- 
raid protection, it is believed, will 
be established in the local plants, 
and wardens and assistants ap- 
pointed for each department. Mean- 
while, it is believed that the special 
guards and the department fore- 
men can handle any emergency 
that may arise. Police are on 24- 
hour guard at the electric power 
plant on Lupine road. 


AIR RAID CENTER 


Long established in Andover has 
been a plan for setting up an air- 
craft report center in the fire sta- 
tion, to be directed by Lieut. Al- 
bert Cole of the fire department, 
who is the town’s chief air-raid 
warden. Plans have been delayed, 
however, due to the fact that an 
appropriation could not be made 
at the time for equipping the cen- 
ter. Yesterday afternoon, in the 
face of an undeniable necessity, 
work on setting up the center was 
begun; tables and maps were ar- 
ranged in the large room on the 
second floor of the fire station 
which is to serve as the center, and 
several telephone lines installed. 
The work may be completed today, 
probably tomorrow, certainly in 
ample time for the mext air raid, 
if, indeed, another is to come. 

As many as seven or eight tele- 
phone lines are expected to be in- 
stalled, for the use of air-raid

Chief 
Dane met with police chiefs. from 
all over the state in Boston this 
morning at 10:00, Chief Buchan is 
to report at Ford Hall, Boston, to- 
morrow morning at 10:00 for a 
meeting called by General Daniel 
Needham, at which Governor Ever- 
ett Saltonstall will be the principal 
speaker. 


THE SCHOOLS 


During Tuesday’s alarm, the pub- 
lic schools were closed for the 
afternoon, and the pupils directed 
to go to their homes and remain off 
the streets. This was done on Or- 
ders from the central emergency 
committee, who had been directed 
to do so by the state committee of 
public safety. Numerous telephone 
calls were put through to the local 
school department even though no 
further information was available 
at the time.

LEGION CENTER 


The American Legion had been 
ready for the call for air-raid 
watchers, and within twenty minu- 
tes after they had received orders 
from the state department that the 
i post be manned, Legionnaires were 
on duty at the observation post at 
‘the Jenkins farm on Ballardvale 
, road. It has since been operating 
on a twenty-four hour basis, and 
this morning’s declaration of war 
by Germany and Italy only streng- 
thens the belief that the vigil will 
be maintained indefinitely. 


The post center is not an inde- 
pendent one, according to the 
local commander, Chief Air Ob- 
server Harold Wood, but its obser- 
vation work is conducted strictly 
in accordance with the rest of the 
civilian defense program. Arthur 
L. Coleman and Chester Jenkins 
are the deputy chief observers. 

Tuesday night, forty or fifty non- 
Legionnaires were present at a 
special meeting called to enroll 
volunteer observers. The Legion it- 
self is participating almost in a 
body, but they cannot alone fur- 
nish sufficient manpower, besides, 
the working schedules of some of 
them preclude their participating in 
the work. 

Tuesday’s meeting was ad- 
dressed by Mr. Coleman, recently 
appointed defense vice-commander 
of the Legion’s state department, 
and by Selectman Roy BK. Hardy,

Christmas ‘time—the happiest 
season of the year. Let’s keep it 
so by taking a few precautionary 
measures to prevent fires in the 
home. 


The Underwriters’ Laboratories, 
Inc., and the Fire Waste Council of 
the United States Chamber of Com- 
merce urge that we adopt these 
suggestions as steps toward pre- 
vention of fire hazards in our 
homes. 


“Avoiding the use of wax candles 
on Christmas trees is an absolute 
essential in a safe Christmas ob- 
servance, but there are other steps 
to be taken to minimize the hazard 
of a potential giant blowtorch in 
the living-room. Here are the five 
rules for Christmas tree safety: 

“1, Buy only a fresh tree. 

“2 Saw off the trunk diagonally 
an inch or more above the end. 

8. Stand the tree at once in a 
tub of plain water. Keep the water 
level well above the cut end. 

“4. (Keep the tree outdoors in a 
cool, shaded place until actually 
needed. Sprinkle the branches fre- 
quently. Replenish the water in 
the ‘tub. 

“5B. Keep the tree standing in 
water the entire time it is in the 
house and have the room as cool 
and moist as possible.” 


Just thought these suggestions 
might prove valuable to some of 
our Townsman readers.

Win The Rubber 
Or Win The War? 


Just a bit smug, aren’t we? It 
couldn’t happen here, could it? And 
we in Andover still think it can’t. 

Well, it’s about time that we be- 
gan to get on to ourselves. It’s 
about time that we began to real- 
ize that we’re in a war. It’s about 
time to realize that our afternoon 
bridge parties aren’t the most im- 
portant thing in the world, and that 
defeating Germany, Italy, and 
Japan is. 


Sure. That disaster at Pearl 
Harbor never should have hap- 
pened. Our naval officers lacked 
foresight. We were smug. Those 
Japs wouldn’t dare fight us, and if 
they did, they didn’t stand a China- 
man’s chance. And we in Andover 
have been very critical about those 
naval officers. In fact in our bridge 
parties Tuesday afternoon that per- 
haps was the chief subject of con- 
versation. You ladies who were 
trying so hard to win your rubber 
were quite certain that our Pacific 
fleet had been woefully unprepared, 
that it hadn’t faced every possible 
contingency. Of course an attack 
by Jap airplanes ’way out in the 
Pacific was inconceivable, but even 
granting that, they should have 
been ready even for the inconceiv- 
able. You mentioned how France 
was caught napping, how Great 
Britain underestimated thestrength 
of the Nazis, how no one thought 
that Belgium would be invaded, 
how no one thought that the Nazis 
could get through the Yugoslav 
mounains. 

And then the schools were dis- 
missed here in town, on orders 
from the state defense authorities. 
And your children came home 
early, and it broke up your bridge 
party! You got irate about it. Such 
nonsense! An air-raid alarm! It 
can’t happen here! It’s absurd to 
think that Nazi planes would come 
over here! Imagine breaking up 
your bridge game! Imagine send- 
ing your children home early;

The Lawrence Tribune had a 
story yesterday which started out 
this way: “Lawrence’s air-raid 
warning set-up proved itself a 
smoothly running organization yes- 
terday afternoon when a reported 
threat of invasion by enemy air- 
craft clutched the eastern seaboard 
in a steel grip of fear.’ ‘The ar- 
ticle went on to tell how effective 
was that city’s organization, and 
then came this: 

“All of the suburban towns func- 
tioned as well as the city, with

the exception of Andover, which 
had no formal warning center un- 
til today.” 


Now what are we going to do 
about this? We think Andover’s 
just about tops, and here we are 
dragging behind. We had men try- 
ing to organize our defense precau- 
tions here in town, but they 
couldn’t get any support. We've 
had women studying defense pre- 
cautions, and a lot of us smirked. 
Silly? No, smart. We who smirked, 
we who were peeved Tuesday at 
the rehearsal—why, we're the 
French, we’re the British, we’re 
the Belgians, we’re the Norwegians, 
we're just the same as all those 
people who were sure nothing could 
happen to them. No, we're not. 
We're worse, because we’ve had 
their experiences to teach us 4 
lesson, and we’ve had the experi- 
ence of our Pacific fleet to teach 
us that anything can happen any- 
where anytime. 


Yes, we love our freedom to do 
just as we please. But we've got 
hard days ahead. We're going to 
have to give up a lot of our free- 
dom, we're going to have to give up 
a lot of our luxuries and our neces- 
sities, we’re going to find that life is 
pretty much devoted to one purpose: 
defeating the enemy. The French 
loved their freedom, too. They 
didn’t want to be bothered with 
getting prepared. Their Maginot 
wall couldn’t be pierced. They loved 
their freedom so much that they 
don’t have it now. They’ve got 
what we'll have if we don’t snap 
out of this smug apathy of ours. 

Sure, we can lick them. But we've 
got to do something about it. We’ve 
got the resources, but we've got to 
use them—they can’t do it by 
themselves. 

Andover’s been in the forefront 
of a lot of things. We were ’way 
behind in this. But now let’s get 
going. The United States fleet can 
win after a bad start. Andover, 
too, can come out on top even if it 
has started out in the rear.

Lawrence, Mass. 
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Noted Writer Dies 
At Andover Home 


A long and illustrious career 
closed this week when Miss Adele 
Marie Shaw died at 100 1-2 Main 
street, where she had made her 
home for the past year with her 
sister, Mrs. William J. Bevins. 
Born in Concord, N. H., she was 76 
years old at her death. 


Miss Shaw had made her home 
in New York until last year, when 
ill health caused her to take up 
her residence with her sister. In 
New York, she was prominent both 
as an educator and an author, and 
was a member of the Artists’ 
League and other learned societies. 


At a dinner given the American 
novelist William Dean Howells in 
1910, New York papers hailed her 
as “the best woman writer in the 
United States’; justly so, as she 
had, within the past two years, pub- 
lished two books highly thought of 
by book lovers the country over. 


The first, ‘“‘The Coast of Free- 
dom” was published in 1908. It was 
a keenly penetrating study, in fic- 
tion, of the days of witchcraft in 
this section of the country, and is 
still regarded as one of the ablest 
treatments of the subject. 

Shortly afterwards, her second 
novel came out, “The Lady of the 
Dynamo.” The scene of this book 
was in Ceylon, and Rudyard Kip- 
ling wrote her a letter—which, in- 
cidentally, she treasured to her 
death—saying that he had read the 
movel with great pleasure and was 
astonished at the accuracy with 
which she depicted the life and 
people of Ceylon. 

Receiving her early education in 
the schools of her birthplace, she 
later matriculated at Smith Col- 
lege, of which she was a graduate 
with the class of 1888. Upon gradu- 
ation, she became a teacher in one 
of the New York public high 
schools, being at the head of 30 
teachers and several hundred stu- 
dents. She held this position only 
about six years, however, resigning 
in order that she might give her 
whole attention to her writing. 

Surviving her besides her sister, 
is. a brother, Albert J. Shaw of New 
York City. Funeral services were 
held last Saturday from the Lund- 
gren Funeral Home, with services 
conducted at 2:30 by Rev. A. Gra- 
ham Baldwin, Phillips Academy 
minister. The body was removed to 
Spring Grove cemetery, and inter- 
ment will take place in the family 
lot at Pine Grove Cemetery, Fal- 
mouth, Maine.

For the seventh consecutive 
building and grounds will be 


season, St. Francis Seminary’s 
illuminated with the annual 


Christmas display of thousands of brilliant lights. According 
to a statement by the Rev. Leonard Bacigalupo, O.F.M., su- 
perior of, the Seminary, the display, scheduled to begin on the 
evening of December 18, will continue throughout the holidays 
up to January 6, during the hours from dusk to about eleven 


o’clock. However, 


on Christmas and 


New Year’s eves, the 


lights will shine on into the early morning. On each of these 


two nights, a solemn midnight 


mass will be celebrated, and a 


sermon preached by Father Bacigalupo. 


To the Christmas crib and the 
outdoor illumination, visited last 
year by an estimated 150,000, some 
changes are being made. Some two 
or three thousand electric light 
bulbs will be added to the thirteen 
thousand used the previous year, 
in an effort to make even more 
elaborate a scene not easily to be 
forgotten. Various groups of the 
Fathers and Cleric Theologians of 
the seminary are devoting their 
spare time to preparing this beau- 
tiful display, some checking, test- 
ing, and coloring the bulbs to be 
used, others wiring the building 
and shrubbery, and still others 
laboring in the seminary chapel to 
erect a Christmas crib that will be 
as faithful a reproduction of Beth- 
lehem and the Nativity scene as 
it is possible to effect in miniature. 

The Franciscan Fathers are de- 
voting special care to this last 
work, in accordance with the spirit 
of their founder, St. Francis. It 
was in the little Italian town of 
Greccio that, on Christmas night 
of 1223, the Little Poor Man of 
Assisi repictured the scene of the 
Nativity with the first Christmas 
crib, using live animals, the ass 
and the ox and the sheep, and real 
persons—the shepherds of the sur- 
rounding countryside. The beauti- 
ful practice of the Christmas crib 
is being followed today by the 
Fathers of the West Andover Sem- 
inary. The visitor may stand be-
